London /Times. The government; says the paper, was so impressed 
with the gravity of the situation that it resolved to use every kind of 
weapon in the armory of the state to crush the terror before it was

Report of Medical Superintendent 
The hospitals euperintendent, Dr, 
| Fyshe, presented the board with a re- 
port on the case, which read as fol- 
lows: 

“As you are aware,.aninquest wag 
held on the 14th inst. into the death 
of John Grant, @ city pensioner, who 
died in the Isolation hospital, and that 
the city health officer, Dr. Whitelaw, 
is responsible for giving the inform- 
ation leading to the suspicion that 
this old man died from other than 
natural causes, which led to the hold- 
ing of this inquest, As you are 
aware, also, the coroner's jury found 
\that there was no justification what 
ever for any such suspicion, and that 
|no blame attached to any perfon on 
the hospital staff in connection with 
the matter.

RECREATION 
COMMISSION 
IS DISCUSSED 


Last Friday at the Y.M.C.A. an in-/ 
teresting meeting took place when the 
committee which has had in hand the 
formation of a Recreation Commis- 
®on reported back to the representa- 
tives of the organizations whigh ap- 
pointed it. The reporc of the:commit- 
tee told of the work that had been 
done and made the following recom- 
mendation, 

That a committee, to be known as 
the Recreation Committee, and to be! 
composed of one representative from 
each of the following organizations; 
City Council, School Board, Separate 
School Board, Board of Trade, Trades 
and Lebor Council, Great War Vet-| 
erans Association, Logal Council of 
Women, Young Men's Christian Asso- 
clation, Young Women's Christian As- 
sociation,’Knights of Columbus, Wo- 
men’s Institute, Rotary Club, Kiwanis 
Club, Teachers Alliance, Committee 
for Co-operation in Boys Work, Com- 
mittee for Co-operation tn Girls’ work, 
with power to add to their numbers, | 
be appointed with full responsibility 
for the organization of recreational 
actiwities in the city. 

Some Duties 

One of its first duties should be that 
of securing sufficient funds either 
from the city council or by private 
subscription, for the purpose of en- 
gaging, @8 s800n as possible, @ man 
qualified to promote and supervise the 
Recreational Activities of the City. 

It should work in close co-operation 
with the city council and the school 
boards in endeavoring to make a more 
extensive use of the present recrea- 
tional facilit‘es, 

Its work should be along the lines 
of recreational education, arousing 

ublic sentiment by demonstrating to 
he citizens the benefits to be derived 
from the eervices of a Recreation 
Commiss'on. 

This committee should hold office 
from June Ist, 1920, for a period of 
8 months, at the end of which time 
a Recreation Commission, composed 
of not more than seven members, 
should be appointed, 

Considerable discussion took place 
amongst the representatives present, 
especially regarding the organ'zaticns 
to be given representntion on the com: 
mittee. 

It was potated rut that ag the com- 
mittee took up work where all other 
ergvrizations ‘oft off it was not neces- | 
eary to give representation to leagues 
or organizations conducting specifio 
activities but only to those whose in- 
terests were/general and who had the 
membership and scope of work that 
would allow of a general interest in 
all ages and classes of citizens. 

It was pointed out for Instance that 
while the Y.M.C.A., the churches, the! 
Boy Scouts and other organizations 
looked after ‘certain groups of boys 
there were sti!l laree numbers of boys 
for whom no one was responsible and 
for whom no provision was made by 
way of wholesome outdoor recreation | 
and such groups would have the spe-| 
cia! attent’on o fthe Recreation Com-! 
mittee who would in some way or 
other solve the problem and see that 
Qn opportunity to play was given to 
everyone of the citizens of Edmonton. 

Much light wae thrown on the ques-| 
tion during the discussion and the! 
foregoing recommendation was adopt- | 
ed unanimously and the secretary was 
asked to notify all the organ‘zations 
entitled to representation and also to 
ask the appointee of the city council 
to act as convener for the committee. 

There !s no doubt but that a egreat 
deal of good can be accomplished by 
the committee and there is no doubt 
but that all intarasted will co-operate 
most heartily with ‘t and that in the 
near future the opportunities for 
wholesome outdoor recreation In this 
city will be greatly Increased by the 
co-ordinating influence of a commit- 
tee with such a broad outlook and 
grarn of the problem as th's commit- 
tee should have.

held at Calgary where one item 
on the program is discussion of 
another thirteen per cent. raise in 
wages. Which, reasoning from 
precedent, the consumer will in- 
terpret as meaning — another in- 
crease of thirteen per cent. or more 
in the price of coal, 

The Government having put ‘the 
U.M. Workers in control of the 
situation by ruling that only mem- 
bers of the Union shall be empioy- 
ed in mines, the public will be en- 
titled to expect that the Govertn- 
ment will take measures to protect 
them against an unjust and unrea- 
sonable boost in the cost of fuel 
resulting from this condition of 
things. 

There is no reason to suppose 
that United Mine Workers are 
more anxious than people of other 
classes to advance their own inter- 
ests at the general expense. The 
fact remains that a monopoly is 


a monopoly, and whoever holds a 


monopoly is ljable to use it for his |} 


or their advantage ‘‘all that the, 
traffic will bear.’’ If the U.M.W. | 
do not ‘‘work’’ the opportunity 
they have been given for all it is 
worth they will be setting a new 
precedént in the conduct of classes 
favored with similar chances to 
benefit themselves at the expense 
of other people.

it materialize the immediate result 
will likely be a fresh onslaught 
upon the Armenians and other iso- 
lated tribes in Asia Minor; follow- 
ed by anindefinite period of chaos | 
and bloodshed, with Britain and 
France involved to the extent ne- 
cesssary to protect Palestine, 
Mesopotamia and Syria. 

Apparently the only way to pre- 
ant this new era of horrors is to 
establish Armenia as a buffer state 
between the ‘‘Reds’’ and the 
Turks, and to make it strong 
snough in the military sense to 
resist both, Unfortunately none of 
the powers wants a mandate for 
Armenia, and there does not gp-| 
pear a prospect of the Supreme) 
Council granting any of them a! 
protectorate over it.

in the power plant itself for driving) 
auxil.ary machinery used in connec-| 


tion with generating the same electri- 
city, and to divide this total into total 


costs will give lower costs per unit,! 


but, for purposes of comparison, sucli 
costs are useless, ag a private company 
would be paid by the City only for 
actual power delivered to the City not 
power generated by it and used: or 
wasted in its own plant. Electricity 
used in the power plant is an opera- 
ting cost, and to include it in eub- 
mitting cost figures ig obviously mis- 
leading. : 

Further on in his report the super- 
intendent compares City costs for two 
midwinter months, when surplus coal 
was available, with midsummer 
months in the previous year, when no 
slack coal was available. To do this, 
ig an insult to the common sense of 
Council or the Public; especially as 
the superintendent further on in the 
same report explains the effect on 
power costs of a surplus of slack coal 
in winter and a shortage of such coal 


in summer. His own estimated ayer-| 


age costs for the year 1920, are at 


least fifty er cent higher than Alliance! 


for 1919, and the comparison given for 
Januury and February 1920, as 
against June, July and August 1919, is 
absolutely misleading. 

The superintendent does not state 
if his estimated costs for 1920 are on 
the basis of Power Generated, or 
Power Sold, but, if these figures are 
on the Power Generated basis, they 
should be increased about seven per 
cent. The estimated figures, however, 
which he states do not include cost of 
steam to the Pumping plant, ehaw an 
estimated total cost of power at the 
Power Plant of 2,272 cents per kilo- 
watt hour. It should be particularly 
noted that the estimated cost of 
operation and maintenance alone, 
without Capital charges or insurance, 
without reserve fund or renewals, and 
without !nterest of sinking fund or 
the proposed Power bylaw in amount 
$700,000, ig higher than the rate at 
which the City has heen offered power 
by a private company, this offer in- 
volving no raising of 8 per cent moncy 
or expenditures by the City. If such a 
thing is possible as the superintend- 
ent's estimate being too low or* his 
cstimates of growth being too high, or 
if the superintendent's figures are for 
Power Generated, the above compari- 
son will be still more unfavorable 
from the City point of view. 

As regards the burning of slack, 
if the superintendent will read over 


the writer's interview, which he at-; 
tempts to criticise, he will see that 
the statement that ‘the Alliance 


Power Co., were the first to use slack 
coal successfully’’ was not made by 


the writer, and as far as is known by|*% 


no one else in Edmonton or elsewhere 
What was, and is claimed, is that the 
City Power Plant did not successfully 
use slack until the Alliance Power 
Company took it over. This was des- 
pite the fact that, as the superintend- 
ent says, several other plants in the 
west and !n Edmonton had previously 
successfully burned slack, If the new 
superintendent will consult City Power 
Plant reports for say 1914 or reports 
to the Property Qwners’ Association 
by F. R, Coutant, he will find fuel 
costs then practically as high as the 
total Power cost as sold to the City 
frcm 1916 to SefPtember 1919,

ABOUT HAY. 


By the Agricultural Editor of the 
Winnipeg Free Press: 

The sudden warm weather has 
|turned the well-moistened earth of 
the prairie provinces ‘into a veritable 
|forcing bed and germination and 
|} growth have been extraordinarily 
rapid in the past ten days. The grass 
of the prairies ‘has developed at a rate 
that is little short of a miracle, 

Thig rapid growth, combined with 
| the very high price of hay has led to 
a number of farmers writing, tele- 
phoning or wiring to the departments 
of agriculture of the various pro- 
vinoes cancelling orders already 
iplaced for hay. This is creating a 
very embarrassing situation for the 
provincial governments, who must, of 
necessity, accept dejivery of all hay 
ordered. Farmers, are surely not act- 
ing with wisdom and an eye to the 
future when they thus suddenly throw 
back on the hands of the provincial 
governments hay which they were 
most urgent should be bought for 
their use. 

In the first place, a contract is a 
contract and should be hived up to, 
whether it is convenient to do so or 
not, A farmer, before cancelling hay 
ordered, would do well ‘to ask himself 
the question ‘How ‘would I feel if the 
government, after promising me hay, 
should wire that it was not conveni- 
ent to ship it?” 

In the second place, how can farm- 
Jers hope to have governments, either 
! provineial or Dominion, come speedily 
to their rescue in a future crisis of 
i feed shortage, if, after the strenuous 
and efficient service of the present 
season, they ere left with some hun- 
| dreds of tons of high priced thay on 
hand, which farmers, after ordering, 
have refused to accept. 

In the third place, surely farmers, 
who had hay on order foreuse during 
seeding and summer cultivation, are 
not going to attempt to do without or 
to lessen their supplies because grass 
| has come up a week or ten days ear- 
Mer than seemed possible when they 
placed the orders. 

Horses generally throughout the 
country are not in good condition for 
spring and swmmer work, Numerous 
reports are coming in that with the 
sudden warm weather and the poor 
condition of the horses, they are not 
jable to work more than four or five 
hours per day. If horses in this con- 
| dition are cut down on their hay ra- 
| tion, and turned on grass at nights, it 
will not be likely ta increase their 
@fficiency. Hay 1s dear, but it ‘s less 
expensive than paying $70 or $80 a 
month and board to a man to drive a 
team that is not equal to a full day’a 
work, 

e@ governments cannot afford to 
keep quantities of hay on hand, and, 
if farmers do not accept delivery of 
the orders placed, it will be neceasary 
for the governments to resell hay 
that has already arrived in the west 
as bes they can, and to resell in the 
east and eouth the purchases mae 
there which have not a# sot heen de- 
livered, 

Under these circumstances, it will 
be quite among the poesibiligies that 
farmers who are now reshly ard most 
vefairly canceling their contracts, 
wM! be badly need of hay for the 
umn work of cultivation, aud be 
qu te aneable te obtain it

|Increased 207 per cent. The circula- 
tion of the United States showed an

1914, to June 30, 1918. The ciroula- 
jtlon of other countries taking a pro- 
jmminent part in the war had Increased 
to far greater percentages. Under all 
the circumstances, bearing in mind 
that Canada before the war had to 
borrow abroad to finanee her own re- 
quirements, and bearing in mind that

Inflation of credit more affected the 
cost of commodities than circulation, 
Every joan for an unproductive pur- 
pose that the government made, no 
| matter how successful it might be, to 
jsome extent at any rate, increased the 
credit inflation of the country. 

“Inflation,” Sir Henry went on, 
“oan only safely be cured in thie as 
m other countries by tthe prov nc al 
governments stopping further olans, 
and by all government institutions, jn- 
cluding municipalities, and indeed, 
every indiv.dual whose ec'rcumstances 
permit it, reducing expenditure when- 
ever posible, and by an increased 
production in all our forms of pro- 
ductive industry.” 

Cdnadian trade figures showed ad- 
vances in the value of production and 
exports. But the fact must not be 
lost sight of that these figures were 
Dased on the inflated values now pre- 
vyaiing. Expressed in quentities, the 
production of the country ‘ast year,

F Exchange Situation, 
Reviewing tie excnange situation, 
Sir Henry observed that in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom the Canad‘an dollar had 
been at a premium ranging from 1 to 
22 per cent.; in the United States, 
where some 75 per cent. of the national 
purchasee were made, the Canadian 
dollar had been at a discount of from 
2% to 17% per cent.
